The Brahma Fowl. 


HERE iis little doubt that the Brahma is not 
economically the fowl it was, breeding for heavy 
foot-feather and large hocks having weakened 
the laying powers and developed the size of the 

. _ thighs at the expense of the breast. No fowl can 
maintain a high position unless it has good qualities to 
support it, and the,most certain way to bring abont the 
downfall of any breed is to make external characteristics 
take the place of more useful points, Brahmas are bred 
to such a high pitch tbat they become very valuable indeed 
from an exhibition point of view, but if this be carried too 
far it has an injurious effect. 

. There are two colours of Brahmas, thé darks and the 
lights. Both have pretty much the same exterval 
charaeteristic 8, but of the'two the lights are the best 
for economie purposes, and in a place where they will 
not get dirty they are very suitable. In both colours the 
head is very small in proportion to the body, short and 
fine.in its lines, and surmounted by whnt is known as a 
pea-comb, whieh may be briefly described ns a triple comb, 
the three ridges running «іде Њу side, wjth the centre one 
rather higher than the other two, and not more than half

an inch in height. The neck, in the cock especially, 
is very full in the hackle, and has a fine arched 
appearance, so that the head is forward, just in 
advance of the breast. The length of the neck 


depends partly upon the general contour of the fowl, 
and if tbe bird is big all over, and full in feather, 
the length of neck does not matter. The back of the 
Brahma, what there is seen of it, is wide and flat; but from 
the neck-hackle, where the feathers ісіп the shoulders, to 
the root of the tail (the latter covered by whut is known ая 
the saddle-hackle), the distance ought to be a short one,

value of the birds so killed,

Durance of Fertility 
in Poultry. 

If a hen be removed 
from one breeding-pen and 
put into another, her eggs 
will notr necessarily cease 
to be fertile; but the effect ot the first male will not be seeu 
after the completion of the batch of eggs she commenced 
while with that bird. as that of the second commences with 
the laying of a new batch.

Many 
poultry-breeders язу that after three weeks one can rely 
on the progeny containing the blood of the coek last 
placed with the- hen.

But with Че fowl, 
pheasant, grouse, and partridge, classified as “rasors,” my 
personal opinion is that one successful coitus will fertilise 
a batch of eggs numbering as many as the hen would form 
to lay a nest and hatch. In the case of the fowl, Шеге” is 
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nc reason to suppose that as many as twenty could not be 
this fertilised. Certainly twenty ova are. frequently 
attached to the ovary at the same time, of different sizes 
and stages of development.” From these particulars you 
you will see that it may be three weeks, or it may be 
longer, or éven less, before the taint of the first male 
disappears from the blood. 


Eariy Potatoes. 


Those who may be thinking of planting down their 
houses to potatoes this season should procure the seed at 
onee if they have not already got it, says the Market 
Gardener, Sometimes, from one circumstance or another- 
too often,'we fear, through the delay of the seedsman or 
merchant—the seed potatoes arrive too late to box up early, 
and it is no use to plant potatoes for early work without a 
good shoot being upon them.

Quite 
dark sheds, where the atmosphere enn be kept moderately 
dry, will do very well, or even sheds in the open, so that 
the rain can be kept off. Here bags or straw hurdles can 
be put round to keep out the greater part of the light. A 
dry day must be chosen for the work of lifting, and the 
plants should be put straight on to handbarrows and be 
carried direct to the houses or sheds. Frames can be used 
for the same purpose. providing air is kept on and th« y aro 
made somewhat dark by mats.
